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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claims 1 through 22 are pending in the 
application, claims 14-17 are withdrawn, and claims 1-13 and 18-22 are rejected. 

Affirmation of Election of Group I Claims 

Applicant hereby affirms the election of the Group I claims (claims 1-13 and 18-22) and 
withdraw from examination claims 14-17, as indicated to the Examiner by Mark Kurisko in a 
telephone conference on September 7, 2004. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the Group II 
claims (claims 14-17) in a divisional application. 

Claim Rejections, 35 U.S.C. $ 103 

At item 6 on page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 5-13 under 
35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,212,226 to Newton in view of 
U.S. Patent No. 4,008,427 to Johnson, and at item 7 on page 5 of the Office Action, the 
Examiner rejected claims 2-4 and 18-22 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Newton and Johnson and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,624,635 to Lui. 

Newton is Not Prior Art for the Purposes of 35 U.S.C. § 103 

At the time the present invention was made, Newton was assigned to Lucent Technologies, 
Inc. Although the present invention is currently assigned to Agere Systems Guardian Corp., at 
the time the invention was made, it was owned by Lucent Technologies, Inc. Applicant submits 
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herewith a Declaration by Mark D. Simpson, an attorney of record in the present application, 
which attests to the ownership of the present invention by Lucent at the time the invention was 
made. Accordingly, Newton is not prior art for the purposes of a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§103, pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §103(c). Thus, it is submitted that the rejection of the claims under 
35 U.S.C. §103 cannot stand. Accordingly, the Examiner is requested to reconsider and 
withdraw the rejection of claims 1-13 and 18-22 under 35 U.S.C. §103. 



The present invention is not taught or suggested by the prior art. Accordingly, the 
Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the rejection of the claims. An 
early Notice of Allowance is earnestly solicited.
